WashiuTton. Jan. 0. — Senate — Alleg- 
ed post office frauds were binder dis- 
eiissiou in the senate Friday, the sub- 
ject i)cing opened in a set speech by 
-Mr. Siminonds (N. C.). who insisted 
there should be an investigation by 
the senate into the charges. Mr. Platt 
tCt.) denied that the rcpubiicans were 
trying to cover up any wrong-doing in 
the post office department and said 
they simply were contending that, the 
post office committee should ascertain 
what wa.s to lie investigated. The dis- 
cussion was narticipated in by Messrs. 
Burrow.s. Dolliver and Quarles on the 
ronub'.ican side and Messrs. Carmack, 
Tillmrm and Teller on the democratic 
side. The senate adjourned until Mon- 
day 

Mouse — The house made available 
the sum of $250,000 to be used to meet 
tlie emergency caused by the ravages 
of the cotton boll weevil and other in- 
serts and diseases affecting cotton. 
The measure was adopted without di- 
vi.sion. mooting general support. The 
sum is to be diverted from the half 
million dollars appropriated last year 
to eradicate the foot and mouth dis- 
ease among cattle. Pension bills to 
the number of 115 were passed. The 
-ouse adjourned until Monday. 

Washington, Jan. 12. — Senate — Sena- 
tor Hepburn introduced in the senate 
Monday a resolution directing the stay 
of all proceedings now pcndlii.g on any 
application to enter or patent even 
numbered sections of public lands in 
lieu of odd numbered sections owned 
by any railroad within the limits of 
forest reserves created by e>:eeutive 
order. Railroad companies and indi- 
viduals have been compelled to sur- 
render public lands vrithin the territo- 
ries set aside hv the president for for- 
est reserves and are selecting land out- 
side of such reservations in place of 
the land surrendered. Senator Hep- 
burn’s resolution declares the intention 
of congress to be that railroad com- 
p.anies shall not receive as grants any 
even numbered sections of the public 
lands and that all such even number- 
ed sections should be reserved for in- 
dividual settlement. 

House — No bu.siness of general im- 
portance was transacted in the house 
-Monday. 

Washington. Jan. 13. — Senate — For 
almost five hours Tuesday the senate 
debated the Panama question and it 
was still under consideration when the 
senate adjourned. The discussion 
arose a resolution looking to the arbi- 
tration of Colombia claims on account 
cf the Panama revolution. 

House — The house for more than 
five hours considered the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill, but reached no ccnclusious on it. 
A variety of topics, including Panama 
and the tariff, were discussed during 
the course of the debate. When the 
item in the bill proyviding for the ex- 
lienses of the civil service commission 
was , reached Mr. Hepburn (rep.. la.) 
took occasion to express hjs opposi- 
tion to tlie civil service system as it 
now exists and expressed a desire to 
amend the hill by striking out the par- 
agraph providing for the expenses of 
the commission. Discussion of the 
civil service was pending when the 
house adjourned. 

Washington. Jan. 14. — Senate— rPan- 
ama wa.s again the principal subject of 
consideration in the senate and. as on 
Tuesda.v. the debate was spirited. Mr. 
Carmack opened the proceedings with 
a set speech in pointed criticism of 
the president’s course and was follow- 
ed l)y Mr. Spooner, the only speaker 
of the day in defense of the president’s 
action as ^wabiding. and in defense of 
the president himself as a "patriotic, 
brave and true man.’’ Before the Pan- 
.ama subjert wa.s taken up there was a 
brief but lively discussion between 
Messrs. Patterson and Scott of the la- 
bor troubles in Colorado. 

House — .\fter a lively debate lasting 
three hours the house Wednesday, in 
committee of the whole, by a vote of 
78 to 05, struck out of the legislative, 
cxecuti\e and judicial appropriation 
bill the paragraph providing for the 
salaries and expenses on the civil 
service commission and clerks em- 
ployed under the commission. Notice 
was given by Mr. Bingham, in charge 
of the hill, that a yea and nay vote 
will be demanded on the amendment 
striking out the provision for the ex- 
penses of the civil service commission 
when the bill is reported iu the house. 
No conclusion was reached in commit- 
tee on the legislative bill.
